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REAR ADMIRAL BANCROFT GHERARDI, commandant 
of the Navy-yard, New York, is in Washington on 
official business. His visit is for the purpose of 
consulting with Secretary Whitney in reference to 
the work now being done at the Yard. The new 
cruiser Maine, 6,648 tons displacement, the largest 
vessel yet authorized, is building there, and her 
keel will be laid in a few days. A large amount of 
her framework has been completed and is now 
ready to beset up. As before stated in the JOURNAL, 
the supervision of the work on the Maine will be 
under the direction of Commander Robley D. Evans. 








THE Thibetans have had their first experience 
with modern arms and modern military organiza- 
tion and their ignorant self-complacency has incon- 
tinently disappeared before them. Four hundred 
Thibetans were killed or wounded by the British 
under Colonel Graham, with the loss of one right 
arm (by Colonel Bromhead) and nine Sepoys 
wounded. The cause of the present trouble is said 
to be that the Llamas at Lhassa have formed a 
‘*corner ” in tea, which they get from China They 
wished, therefore, to close the trade-route to India 
over the Jelapla Pass, which has been under British 
protectorate for many years. So they fortified the 
pass and defied the British. 








BREVET BRIGADIER -GENERAL Rufus SaxTon, Colo- 
nel and Assistant Quartermaster General, U.S. A., 
will be retired from active service, for age, on Fri- 
day next, Oct. 19, after nearly forty years’ honor- 
able and distinguished service. He entered West 
Point in 1845, was graduated in 1849, served in the 
artillery until May 13, 1861, when be was appointed 
to the Quartermaster’s Department and rose to his 
present rank Jan. 24, 1831. In 1862 he was ap 
pointed Brigadier-General of Volunteers and rend- 
ered efficient service in connection with the organi 
zation and recruiting of colored troops. For his 
faithful and meritorious services during the war he 
received the brevets of Major, Lieutenant-Colonel, 
Colonel and Brigadier-General in the Regular Army 
and of Major General of Volunteers. During his 
career in the line and on the staff he performed a 
variety of service and always in such a manner as 
to secure for him the respect and commendation of 
his superiors in authority. 








LIEUTENANT GENERAL SIR ARCHIBALD ALISON 
issued instructions for the troops at Aldershot to 
commence the practice of operations by night, in 
accordance witha very detailed memorandum which 
he has specially prepared on the subject. The orders 
are for portions of the troops to take up positions 
covered by outposts, to repel attacks made under 
cover of the darkness, and none but infantry bat- 
talions are to be used in the mancuvres, the ground 
chosen being that to the west of the camp and on 
both sides of the canal. The guides of columus are 
to have compasses prepared with luminous paint 
and a distinctive mark for officers and men is to be 
a luminous tape or white band. Lateral communi- 
cations between columns, and between the units of 
each column from front to rear is to be maintained 
either by means of a rope or cord, or luminous 
cardboard (as suggested by Major Miles) carried on 
the backs of the rear sections. For the present,

how to guide at night. 








THE House on Monday passed a bill authorizing 
the President to appoint William English a 2d lieu- 
tenant in the Army and to assign him to any 
vacancy in said rank existing therein. He was tried 
by Court-martial in company with another officer 
and was dismissed the Service, while his fellow 
officer was sentenced to six months’ suspension and 
the payment of a fine of $50. As both officers 


-were tried upov the same charges—conduct unbe- 


coming officers and absent without leave—the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, through their chairman, 
Mr. Hooker, made a unanimous report in favor of 
restoring English to the Army, and decided that the 
pew specification filed during bis trial ought not to 
have been allowed to appear on the record. Assum- 
ing that the,President signs the bill, this will have 
the effect of making the non-commissioned officers 
who recently passed their examivation for 2d lieu- 
tenants wait a little longer, as the five additional 
2d lieutenants who are now awaiting appointments 
will have to be provided for before them, and Eag- 
lish will come in for appointment abead of them. 








Jupeine from correspondence received from time 
to time the Hospital Corps does not seem to be alto- 
gether satisfied with the regulations established for 
its government. ‘* Hospital Steward” asks us this 
week the question : ‘* Why should hospital stewards 
be re-examined for a position they have, previous 
to their discharge by reason of expiration of term 
of enlistment, acceptably filled? If they were not 
competent, or undesirable men as to moral charac- 
ter, or general inaptitude for the position, why 
should it not be so reported on the monthly return 
of the Hospital Corps, and after investigation or 
trial be forthwith summarily discharged?’ The 
same correspondent also thinks a definite rank 
should be conferred on acting hospital stewards, 
and that there should be two classes of privates, 
the one class having more pay than the other. 
Doubtless Surgeon General Moore, who 1s a practi 
cal officer, with a large experience ot the medical 
necessities at military posts, has given these and 
other matters affecting the Hospital Corps atten- 
tion, and as time progresses and the usefulness of 
the corps i3 well developed, will bring about. such 
changes in its management and its ulterior economy 
as may be found necessary to enhance its value to 
the Arwy at large. 








THe London Engineer has a suggestion concern- 
ing the speed of steam vessels which 1s worth con- 
sidering. It says: ‘* Up to the present the City of 
New York has failed to beat the record; and so far 
she has disappointed the hopes of her owners. It 
is ramored, with how much truth or how much 
falsehood we are unable to say, that her lack of 
speed is due to the excessive heat uot only of her 
firerooms, but of the quarters provided for the fire- 
men. These men are unable to work because of the 
heat, and they are unable to sleep or rest in their 
berths for the same reason. The City of New York 
has fifty-four furnaces, against the seventy-two in 
the Etruria. The former has forced draught. It 
was known that the boilers must of necessity be 
pushed, in order to get steam enough. Under these 
conditions, which are by no means unusual, the 
success of the ship depends largely on the firemen. 
It is the same in the Navy. We hear of splendid 





trial trip runs, but the results obtained in Stokes 
Bay, for example, cannot be got again at sea; and 
if we trace results to their causes it will be found 
that on the trial trips plenty of skilled stokers, fresh 
and strong, are employed, while at sea the men are 
much less skilful. Men, too, may stand exhausting 
labor for a single watch very well, but they will not 
stand it day after day. Too little attention is paid 
to this fact. It is held in too many ships that a 
stoker is little better than a beast of burthen. Any 
kind of quarters will do for him. His comfort is 
bever considered either in the stokehole or when he 
is off duty. Putting all questions of humanity on 
one side, this 1s the worst policy a shipowner can 
pursue. Those who keep their eyes open need not 
be told that the success of a sip as regards speed 
is practically in the hands of the despised stoker, 
and the difference between really good firing and 
bad firing is at least equal to the difference between 
a triple expansion and a compound engine, as re- 
gards the amount or coal burned. It is often said 
that one engineer will get more out of a ship than 
another. In general it will be found that the most 
successful engineer is the man who manages his 
stokers best.” 








SEVERAL months ago a bill to appoint and retire 
General Pleasonton, of Washington, asa major in 
the Army on account of meritorious services per- 
formed in the cavalry corps during the war, was 
passed by the House. The bill was also passed by 
the Senate, but in an amended form, they reducing 
the rank of retirement from major to captain. This 
did not suit the ‘‘ old fighter’s” friends, so tke bill 
was sent to aconference committee and there it 
remains to-day. The general has a host of frends 
of both political parties, who have endeavored to 
get the bill through. In the Senate, on Thursday, 
Senator Call, of Florida, inquired as to the status 
of the bill. He was informed by Senator Cameron, 
who is personally friendly to General Pleasonton, 
that he had tried repeatedly to get the Conference 
Committee together, but had not been successful. 
General Pleasonton has been especially urged by 
ex Confederate members of Congress. It has been 
the settled policy of the Military Committee of the 
Senate this session to refuse to sanction the reap- 
pointment and retirement of ex officers with any 
rank higher than that which they held when they 
left the Service. They have insisted, and it seems 
to us with reason, that officers who have chosen to 
avail themselves of the supposed advantages of 
civil life, and have failed to realize their expecta- 
tions, should be content jf they are permitted to 
enter tbe Service where they left off. The retired 
list is primarily intended for those who are 
disabled or superanouated in the Service, and 
not as a pension list for old _ soldiers. 
The argument that proves that any particular ex- 
officer should have a place upon it proves too much, 
for carried to its legitimate conclusion it would open 
the retired list to thousands, and so in the end break 
it down altogether by its own weight. We cannot 
be too cautious in swelling the figures of the 
angual appropriation for the retired list which must 
undergo the critical, and, so often, the hostile seru- 
tiny of civilian lawmakers. Our remarks as to the 
rank with which an ex-officer should be put upon 
the retired list, if at all, do not apply to the parti- 
cular case of General Pleasonton, who held the rank 
of major in the 2d Cavalry, when he resigned on 
January 1, 1868.

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TuE series of articles on Les Forts et la Melinite, 
which appeared in la Revue d’Infanterie in April, 
July and November of last year, bave been gathered 
together in a volume and published by Henri Char- 
les-Lavauzelle, Paris.* They are accompanied by a 
single illustration, which we reproduce here to give 
an idea of what is proposed in the way of fortifi- 
cations to meet the new conditions created by the 
introduction of melinite and other high explosives. 
The author, who writes anonymously, holds that 
our engineers must solve their problem as the infan- 
try are solving the analagous one created for them 
by the introduction of long range, rapid firing small 
arms ; that is, by the adoption of the dispersed or- 
der. Instead of concentrating his works and de- 
pending upon a constant increase in the resisting 
strength of metallic defences tc meet the constant 
increase in the power of projectiles, this author would 
so increase the extent of the surface to be assaulted 
as to compel the assailant to scatter his blows 
and thus diminish their effect. The batteries in this 
case would be detached, and what are called the pas- 
sive elements of the fort—magazine for provisions, 
munitions and supplies—separated from them and £0 
far as possible stored in subterranean depots con- 
nected with each other and with the batteries by a 
railroad or tramways. The argument in favor of 
small works is combatted and it is urged that, on the 
contrary, the modern fortification should cover a 
large extent of ground. This would enable the sup- 
plies to be not only under cover and out of the range 
of fire, but the ammunition could be scattered in 
different magazines instead of corcentrated in one. 
The various structures within the work are ar- 
ranged, as will be seen in the ent, on lines radiating 
from the centre. 

In general only one transverse line of commu- 
nication should be established between the mag- 
azines and the batteries. At the points of its inter- 
section with the radiating lines of communication are 
placed the depots and shelter for the reserve troops. 
To escape the disadvantages resulting from the pres- 
ent system of guns of position, from which results 
immobility, it is proposed to adopt Commandant Mau 
gin’s idea of rolling batteries or guns mounted upon 
a movable platform. In consequence of their mo- 
bility these would be less exposed to injury from 
the fire of the enemy and they could be concen- 
trated rapidly upon the pointof attack. As the 
barracks as well as the depots are to be subterranean, 
it is intended that they shall only be occupied in time 
of war, barracks above ground being provided for 

ace, 

The author givesa detailed description of the 
works he proposes and shows that their adoption 
will not necessitate the abandonment ofthe pres 
ent fortifications, as these can bealtered to meet 
his views. For little ironclad forts, demoralizing 
to their occupant by suggesting the idea of protect- 
ion alone, it 1s proposed, in short, to substitute 
large works in which tbe non-combatant and com- 
batant portions of the garrisons shall be separated, 
the one protected by underground retreats and the 
other left free to move from point to point so as to 
concentrate its defensive fire upon the pcint of at- 
tack. In laying out such a work itis proposed to 
take every advantage of the lay of the ground to assist 
in concealment, towers and masonry walls being 
avoided as much as possible and everything project- 
ing above the ground reduced in height.

The torpedo is cigar ~~ and is united to a float 
of the same shape, which lies three feet above it, by 
four knife edged stanchions.

76 horse power, the speed of the torpedo being 20 to 
24 miles an bour, which speed can be maintained for 
a run of one to one and a buif miles with one charg- 
ing of gas, 

‘The torpedo is expected to cut through rope net 
ting of inch hemp rope and strikes tho target fair 
and square, exploding at once. The entire torpedo 
with iis propelling and steering machiwery and its 
ebarge of namite, nitre-glycerine, or whatever 
other explosive is chosen, weighs two and one-quar- 
ter tons, the engine weighing 524 lbs.

350,000 are now being issued to the French Army. It 
says: * The new rifle has excited much attention. 
and extreme curiosity has been manifested concern- 


ln its issue of Sept. 28, the London Er 


ing its construction. Toe Minister of War bas pub- 
lished a sufficient description of the weapon in ‘ In- 
structions sur Varmement de Vinfantrie.’ For this he 
has been seriously taken to task by many of the 
French journals, who bave denounced the publica- 
tion aa a serious mistake. This, however, 1s no con- 
cern of ours, and on page 261 we give eugravings 
which will make its construction perfectly clear. It 
vill be seen that it is really a modification of the 
Gras rifle of 1885, which in ifs turn was a modified 
Kropatschek, in use in the French Navy since 1878. 
The principal modification is in the calibre, which 
bas been reduced from 0.472 in. to 0.315in. The di- 
minisbed weight of the weapon and ite ammunition 
is a matter of very great importance, while the new 
owder employed renders, it is claimed, the small 
re bullet as efficient as the large bore was with or- 
dinary powder. A further improvement bas been 
effected in the block which takes the force of recoil, 
which now works on two tenons, instead of as bither- 
to being supported on one side only. 

“The magazine is parallel with the barrel. In it 
the cartridges are placed end toend. A spring with 
a button on the end forces the cartridges toward the 
rear, into a species of spoon A, by which the cart- 
ridge is raised into such a position tbat if is readily 
thrust forward into the chamber by the action of 
the sliding breech block C P. A detent G, prevests 
the next cartridge trom finding its way under the 
spoon. By means of the thumb button L, the repeat- 
ing mechanism can be locked, and the rifle can then 
be fired as an ordinary vreecbloader. 

In owt engravings Fig1lisan elevation showing the 
rifle with the breech closed ready for firing. Fig. 2 
atop view. Fig. 3 shows the rifle in section with 
the breech block open; an empty cartridge issti!l in 
the jaws of the extractor ready to be thrown out at 
the top. In Fig. 4 the cartridge bas been ejected, and 
the spoon contains a cartridge ready to be pusbed 
into tne chamber by the act of closing the breech. 
The locking and percussion mechanism are indenti- 
cal with those of the Gras rifle.

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The latest idea in the way of chronographa is that 
of a Freoch officer, Col. Sibert. A smoked cylinder 
is made to revolvein proximity to a tuning fork, 
whose speed of vibration is known. As the fork 
nbrates it traces out a wavy line on the cylinder, 
and as the projectile passes through the screens it 
breaks a series of circuits, und as each 1 cut the 
spark of the extra current is made to register itself 
oo the smoked surface of the cytinder. Corres- 
ponding to any two marks thus made, there will be 
s time record given by the wavy lines traced out by 
the tuning fork. 





A new telemeter has been invented by Captain 
Enrico Bozzi, an offiver of the Italian Army. This 
instrument is said to have an average error of 6 per 
cent., and under the most uofavorable circum- 
stances this does not exceed 64¢ per cent. The re- 
port of a committee appointed by the Italian Gov- 
ernment states that the instrument is particularly 
suitable for the infantry, and that an observation 
with it only requires 20 seconds of time. 





Un Sept. 26 the president of the Small Arms Com- 
mittee, Major Gen. Philip Smith, C. B., issued his 
report upou the experiments made at Aldershot on 
the 2lst with the new rifle at long ranges. The re 
port states that “ the target represeuted a battalion 
of seven companies, each of twenty-four files, stand- 
wg in quarter column. The front company was 
represented by iron and wood screens; the remain- 
ing companies by wooden ecreens of thicknesses 
varying from % in. to %in. At 2,000 yards 43 per 
cent. of bits was obtained; at 2,400 yards, 25.90 per 
cent.; and at 2,800 yards, 14.90 per cent. A heavy 
mist caused the target to be absolutely invisible at 
all the ranges; therefore the fire bad to be directed 
by using an intermediate ~—— touim at. It may 
be described as ‘indirect fire,’ and consequently 
most instructive to the troops éngaged and those 
witnessing the practice. The detachments were 
taken from the lst Devonshire, 2d.Suffolk, lst Royal 
Sussex, and ist King’s Rifles, and were composed 
of men claszified as follows: 25 marksmen, 7 first- 
elass shots, 2 second-class, 1 third-class, and 2 trained 
recruits. At 2,800 yards the bullets penetrated the 
woojen screens, aud were flattened against the iron 
soreens.’’

A BIG IRRIGATING SCHEME, 
Ex Paso, Tex., Sept. 27. . 
Masor Anson Mri, of the 10th Cav., station 
at Fort Grant, Ariz., bas addressed to the citizens 
El Paso a proposition to construct a dam across 
Rio Grande some feur miles above the city, ata 
place where bluffs come within 400 feet o 
other. He proposes to build the dam 60 feet high of 
stone and Portiand cement, and thus create a lake 
some 14 miles loog, which would bold water enough 
to permanently irrigate the Rio Grande Valley on 
the Mexican as well as the American side of the 
river. An irrigating canal could thus be : 
past El Paso 70 feet above its level, and the water 
could be utilized for pape aud fire-plugs, for 
which the pressure would be ample. The lake thud 
formed would be six to eight miles wide, and would 


b bout 50,000 acres of land, which is mostly 
PNT privae parties, and would bare to be 
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pepeaeee or condemned by legal process. The plan 
favorably received by tbe citizens of El aud 
will probably beacted upon. It would necessitate 
the changing of about 14 miles of the Atchison, To- 

ka and Santa Fe track. Such a lake, affording a 

ll of 70 feet at El Paso, would supply power for 
water motors to run ull the factories that could 
ever be erected. it is pro to obtain special 
obarters from the State of Texas and the Republic 
of Mexico, and obtain the necessary money by 1s- 
suing city and couaty bonds.

NEW USE FOR OUR FAST TORPEDO BOATS. 


THE race yesterday, the first of the series between 
soboouer yachts and Grayling was one of the 
most closely contested ever sailed off Newport. The 
wiod blew from the southeast a strong breeze and 
there was coosiderable sea on. The rain made pleas 
ure sailing very disagreeable, but did not interfere 
with tbe rammg.

LAUNCH OF THE “ BALTIMORE.” 


Tue crutser Baltimore was successfully launched 
from Cramp’s shipyard on Saturday afternoon ast, 
Oct. 6, in the presence of the Secretary of the Navy 
and otber officials and a crowd of spectators, many 
of whom declared it to have been the most graceful 
and successful launch they have ever witnessed. No 
cards of special invitation bad been sent out by the 
Mesers. Crarops for the event, excepting those sent 
to Washington, but the gates of the immense shi 
yard were thrown open to the public, and notwith- 
standing the rain thousands of people gathered to 
witness the sight. 

Secretary Whitney, leading Mrs. Wilson on his 
arm, step to the front and to a dion on the 

latform right over the steel prow of the ship, when 

rs. Wilson received from the bands of Mr. Cramp 
a bottle of wine, gaily devorated with red, white 
aod biuve ribbons. 

At 2.25 cries of “ Look out!" from the workmen 
gave notice that the huge bull wus moving, and a 
moment later, asit gracefully slid away, Mrs. Wilson 
broke the champagne botule over ber bow, and ina 
clear and distinct voice said: “Io the name of 
William C. Whitrey, Secretary of the Navy, I 
obristen thee Baltimore.” 

The cruwer slid slowly and smoothly down the 
ways, and on striking the water, ran swiftly out to 
midstream amid the booming of cannon on the 

thee cheers and shouts of the vast assem- 
blage, and the blowing of whistles and boros. The 
anchors were immediately dropped, and the Balti- 
more stood gracefully resting in the river as the 
admiring spectators made their way through the 
rain and mud to the gates. The Washington visitors 
retired to the offices of the Messrs. Cramp, where a 
luncheon was served, and at 444 a special train was 
taken for the Capital. Secretary Whitney returned 
to Wasbinetou with the other visitors.

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BENJAMIN F. But.er, in an article for the Amer- 
iean Review of October, reaches the conclusion that 
we can have no war with England and that Canada 
must and will come to us in the immediate future. 
He shows the weakness as a military power of a 
country which never had more than 25,369 British- 
born soldiers, including Irishmen, on any field, 
that number being at Waterloo—a number one- 
quarter less than the number of ‘‘ Federal soldiers 
starved to death in a single prison in our late war.” 
Again, argues General Butler, we have no com- 
merce, while England does the carrying trade of 
the world, and privateering is ‘* an industry that 
will need no protection.” Any damage that we 
might suffer from the bombardment of our defence- 
less seacoast cities ‘‘ could be recompensed by the 
confiscation of British properties, railroads, landed, 
bond, and other now within our territory.” 
Finally, our withholding from Great Britain of our 
supplies of the necessaries of life and of manufac- 
ture, especially cotton and leather, would so cripple 
her industries that she would at once lose her man- 
ufacturing supremacy. As to Oanada, Great 
Britain's only means of aidivg in her defence is 
through her Navy, which for six months of the 
year, from May to November, would be shut out 
from Canadian waters by the ice, which would form 
bridges over which American troops could pass to 
any indicated. point along a frontier extending 
over six thousand miles, including crooks and in- 
dentations, and one largely marked by water. Tho 
failure of our invasion of Canada during the Rev- 
olution is shown by General Butler to have been 
due to other causes than the severity of the Cana- 
dian winter. These are the main points of the ar- 
gument contained in this paper, in which General 
Batler goes out of his way to say that Sherman's 
**bummers” during his march to the sea com- 
mitted ‘“‘every possible outrage, of which that 
General did and could know nothing, upon the de- 
fenceless, old and unprotected men, women and 
children of the South, more horrible than their 
plunderings and incendiarisms, . . leaving an 
estrangement and bitterness of feeling most terri- 
ble, and about which that people are necessarily 
largely silent, because the details of the outrages 
were not such as an American would willingly 
discuss.” 








AN examination is now being held at the diferent 
Army posts for the position of acting hospital stew- 
ard. About thirty permits have been issued and 
the examination papers are being received at the 
War Department. The candidate is first submitted 


to an examination vrally and clinically by the post 
surgeon, and the list of questions prepared by the 
Surgeon-General of the Army is then submitted to 
him, The examination papers received from adja- 
cent posts are most excellent and the results so far 





obtained are very gratifying, the answers in a ma- 
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jority of cases being perfect. There are more 
vacancies for acting bospital stewards than 
there are applicants. When the papers are 
all received at the Department and examined, 
the candidates will be appointed in the order in 
which they passed. It is expected that they will be 
received in about three weeks when the result will 
be made known. 








TuE system of monthly payments in the Army, 
which went into operation Sept. 30, so far as re- 
ports received indicate, show that it is a success. 
The following table, prepared by Paymaster-General 
Rochester, will show the number of stations and 
posts where monthly payments are being made and 
also those who are receiving bi-monthly payments:

It will be observed that the largest number in any 
one Department, receiving bi-monthly pay, is in the 
Division of the Atlantic, where twenty-four posts 
are fixed. Paymaster W. H. Comegys, whose -head- 
quarters are at Atlanta, Ga., has to pay the posts, 
which are located in Arkansas, Alabama, Louisiana 
and Florida—many o! them being miles away from 
the railroad, and therefore 1mpossible to reach more 
than once in two months. Inthe Department of the 
Platte, Forts McKinney and Washakie, Wyoming, 
and Fort DuChesne, Utah, are the only posts where 
monthly payments are not made and these are so 
remotely situated that transportation is often so 
difficult that in some cases two or three months 
elapse before the paymaster can make his rounds. 
Upon the return of Major G. R. Smith, Paymaster, 
who is now on leaye, to Tuscon, Arizona, monthly 
payments will be made to three additional posts in 
the Department of Arizona, viz., San Carlos, Fort 
McDowell and Fort Apache, and it is probable 
that three new posts will be included in the 
schedule for Oct. 31. Major Smith returns on Oct. 
25. The order last week from the War Department 
detailing Paymaster Clayton for duty at Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, is in the interest of the new movement, 
as he is now much nearer the posts of Forts 
Laramie, Sidney and Russell, than when he was 
located at Omaha. It is the intention of the Pay- 
master-General to do all m his power to perfect the 
system of month!y payments in tbe Army, and if 
Congress will only heed his recommendation for a 
few more officers, no trouble whatever will be ex- 
perienced in arriving at the happy solution of a 
difficulty which has been an embarrassment to the 
Army for many years.

THE Springfield Republican, which is a sup- 
porter of the present Administration at Wash- 
ington, declares what seems to us to be the correct 
principle in reference to Government employment 
under the War and Navy Departments, when it 
says: ‘‘The only proper conception of the United 
States Government is that it isa business institu- 
tion, buying its service in the open market and pay- 
ing for what it gets; but having no more right to 
gauge the men, women and children whom it hires 
by their political views than any private employer 
has to insist that the men whe work for him shall 
vote as he does. It is not difficult to see, of course, 
how General Benét reasoned that an ‘evening up’ 
between the parties was only a fair deal, but a little 
more thought would have shown him that he was 
countenancing a vicious principle. Those in charge 
of the Government armories should only concern 
themselves with securing good work from those 
employed.” It seems to be a good time to affirm 
this principle, for we are upon the eve of an eléc- 
tion the results of which are uncertain, and it is 
impossible to say who may gain or lose by this 
“evening up” process. We shall always insist, as 
we have always insisted, that our officers in charge 
of public work underthe War Department or the 
Navy Department should ignore, and should be sus- 
tained in disregarding, the question of polities in 
choosing civil employees. General Benét’s circular 
was a most unfortunate one, and it should not be 
suffered to stand as a precedent. Politics 1s a game, 
men of soldierly training do not understand the ins 





and outs of and they had best let it alone. 
It is all or nothing with the politician, and he who 
attempts to hold the even balance ot justice be- 
tween contending factions will find the truth of 
Gay’s maxim, ‘‘Those who in quarrels interpose 
must often wipe a bloody nose.” 








THE gunboat Petrel will be launched from the 
yards of the Columbia Iron Works, Baltimore, Md., 
Saturday of this week, at 1 o’clock, weather per- 
mitting. Miss Virginia Schley, daughter of Com- 
modore Schley, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment 
and Recruiting, has been selected to christen the 
ship. The next naval vessel to be launched by the 
Messrs. Cramp will be the steel cruiser Philadelphia, 
which he says will be ready about March 1. The 
Philadelphia is about 4,400 tons displacement, twin 
screws, bark rigged, ard will carry twelve guns in 
her main battery, besides a number of machine- 
guns on deck, and torpedo tubes. 








THE very interesting report of Colonel James W. 
Forsyth, 7th Cavalry, with the maps, observations 
and diary of the march made under bis command 
hy the headquarters and Troops C, D, G and M, 7th 
Cavalry, from Fort Meade, Dak., to Fort Riley, Kas., 
from July 25, 1887, to Sepr. 8, 1887, bas been issued in 
a volume with flexible covers, the maps, which are 
on the scale of two miles to one inch, requiring a 
page of 10‘¢x14in. The maps and notes for the itin- 
erary were made by Captain Heury Jackson, 7th 
Cavalry, except the notes forthat portion from Fort 
Meade to Fort Robinson, which was kept by 2d Lieu- 
tenant Geo. H. Cameron, 7th Cavalry. The official 
diary for the entire march was kept by 2d Lieuten- 
ant James D. Mann, 7th (Cavalry, who was acting 
regimental adjutant. The actual cost, not including 
subsistence, of transporting the command was 
$2,941.44, viz., oats, $1,942.47; corn, $126.12; hay, 
2625.92; wood, $145.18; bridge tolls, $35.25; camping 
grounds, $66.50. The distance travelled asshown by 
two odometres, verified by official distances while 
travelling near the railroads, was 723.96 miles, a meau 
average of 4.11 miles, the maximum being 4.91 
the minimum 3.20, the gait being the walk. Troops 
alternated daily in marching at the head of the 
column. The second day out the horses were stam- 
peded, while they were (4.30 Pp. m.) on the picket line, 
by a furious hail storm, and several officers and 
men, while endeavoring to control them, were 
bruised by hail stones. All the horses were recov 
ered before 8.15 P. M.

The 
monument appropriately stands on Gettysburg 
Hil), an eminence in Holywood Cemetery, pear 
Richmond, beneath the sod of which lie the bones 
of Pickett and his command who fell at Gettysburg, 
Here the men of Pennsylvania and the men of Vir- 
ginia reunited to do bonor to the gallant dead. The 
monument was uuveiled by General D. M. Corse, of 
Pickett’s division. Rev. Richard Ferguson, chap- 
lain of the Pickett Association, offered a fervent 
prayer, and R. Taylor Scott delivered the oration, 
which was no less a grand tribute to Pickett and bis 
men than to the gallant men of Philadelphia who 
confronted them on Gettysburg heights twenty-five 
yeare ago. An unpleasantness is reported to have 
resulied from the display of a rebel fleg in the pro- 
cession, which some of the Union veterans refused 
to follow, and left the procession. With reference 
to this report General Sherman writes as follows to 
Col. W. J. Parkinson, who referred to the matter 
in a speech at the dinner of the 7th Regiment Vet-

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IMPEKLAL GERMAN MANCUVRES. 


DesorrBine the German Imperial msncuvres in 
a letter to the Army and Navy Gazette,  ~. Poultney 
Bigelow says: ‘‘ A series of hoarse chet rs reverber- 
atine through the dense atmosphere .o.d me that 
the Kaiser was receiving the *good-morning’ wel- 
come of his troops, already well on the way to the 
frout, and soon after a division of infantry made its 
appearance on the highway, at the very head of 
which, dressed in simplest campaign uniform, rode 
Germany's new Emperor. He was commanding the 
largest and mort important bedy of troops tha: bad 
eo far ever been under him—nawmely, the army corps 
made up of the crack Garde regiments; and it may 
be imagined that such a responsibility could not 
bave rested lightly upon ordinary sboulders, involv- 
ing as it did the handling of one eighteenth of the 
German Army against one of the cleverest Generals 
in the service, ard all the while critically watched 
by memhers of the reiguing houses of Russia, Aus 
tria and England, not to speak of the official repre- 
sentatives of leading governments. When Gis 
Majesty bad rewarks to make to the aide who bore 
them, it was invariably in the quiet, direct tone of 
one whose organization, intellectual aud physical, 
is in perfect balance—whose movements are calcu- 
lated, and in whose operations the elemeut of 
chance is, humanly speaking, eliminated. The Em 
genes during these manceuvres has handled bis 
roops without the slightest extraneous assistance 
that [ could 
sharply, and as the events proved, wi 
to recall bis words. 

“No sooner is the present Emperor on the throne, 
than every branch of the paval and military admin 
istration feels the pressure of that strong right band 
and clear judgment, for both of which be may be 
considered distinguished. Reforms are put on foot 
not in the hne of show, but looking to muking drill 
more simple and resulta more effective. His taste is 
not for the pomp and circumstance of war, but to be 
able to render bis people a good account for the 
money 80 ceverously spent for the country’s de- 
fence. The German soldier to-day is superior to 
anything I have seen in Austria or France, not 
merely by reason of thestern drill that makes war 
to bim a relief from the barrack yard, but above all 
owing to the energy and intelligenve of a corps of 
officers who welcome all reforms |lcoking to effi- 
ciency in actual war,.”" 

From other sources we learn that the troops en- 
gaged were tbe Guards and the 3d or Brandenburg 
Corps, and that the manceuvres were sigualized by 
the introduction ofa series of drill reforms. The 
mancuvres occupied seven days, closing Sept. 19. 
The London Times says : 

“Of these operations, perhaps the most conspicu- 
ous feature was the employment of larger maasee ot 
ceavairy than have ever been bandied since the days 
of Seydlitz and Frederick the Great. 

“Truly it wasa fine sight, and ove recalling the 
palmuiest Cane of chivalry, to behold this sin- 
uous wave of shining horsemen dashing across the 
plain, through clouds of blinding dnatand over all 
impediments, straight upon their goal, as if every 
unit in the immense mass was animated by the same 
orderly idea. 

* Aa proved by the aim of these late manceuvres 
the next European war is surely to be preceded by 
eavalry combats on a truly colossal scale. Far from 
the mounted arm having n rendered antiquated 
and useless by the murderous devolopment of weap- 
ons of precision, they only seew to have made its 
employment more imperatively necessary than ever 
at least the Germans are acting as if that were the 
case’

Lord WoLSELEY, ove of the famous English gen- 
erals, has writtec apn article on the military art, in 
which he evolves out of history astbe five great 
captains Cwsar, Hannibal, Mariborougb, Napoleon 
and Lee. 

It would be interesting to kuow the reasons fer 
thisjudgment. There should be 3 place among the 
greatest generals for Wellingteu and Moltke, au’ it 
is hard to deny the rank to Prederick the Great. 
Alexander, iu the way of achievements, is wortby of 
serious mention, and there are few expressions of 
military geuius as decisive as that of Lord Clive. It 
is curious, hkewise, that three at least of Wolseley’s 
evonsummate captains were failures in the ultimate 
purposes of their wars. Hannibal's campaigus were 
@ prelude to the destructioa of Carthage and the an- 
nibilation of bis race. Napoleon's phenomenal cy- 
clonic career came to nothingness and fury, while 
the splendid army with which Lee defended the 
Rapidap was beaten, captured and destroyed, Bo 
destruction iu military bistory so complete. With 
these historical poimts well in miad it is odd to see 
Lord Wolseley pronounce so absolute a judg ment.—

soouer they are reduced to tbe ranks and otbers ap- 
ported the better for all conocerned. By being alive 
to their duties increased interest and pride is shown 
by the men. The officers would do wel: to impress 
them with this fuet andalsoree that they are execut 
ing their functions properly. There was one corporal 
present who wore bis civilian treusers on drill. The 
eaptain is an officer of long experience, and we bope 
the next time we may criticise that the company 
will bave made great improvement.

OHIO NATIONAL GUARD. 


A FEW years ago there were many ex-soldiers of 
the Civil War wearing the uniform of the private or 
non-commissioned officer in the WUhio National 
Guard, but to-day they are few. Younger men 
have taken their places; however, a large part of 
the field officers bave seen active service in war, as 
have many of the line officers. The character of 
the individual membership, or the “ enlisted man,” 
has steadily improved as the discipline and training 
of the Guard has been advanced. Many of the com- 
panies are composed of the best young men of the 
community in which they are located, and but few 
companies remain in which the rough element pre- 
dominates. The encampment of the Ohio National 
Guard is notiow a paradise for the bummer. 

The writer of these notes can remember that in 
the days of bis boybood the muster day of the mili- 
tia. was looked upon as not only a day of drill, but 
as a time to have a spree and settle the accumulated 
**misupderstandiugs of the past year. A ‘ mus- 
ter” that could not average two or three fights to 
the company was a dullaffair. Each company bad 
a uniform after its own style, most of them gaudy 
in the extreme, and of cheap material. When the 
war broke out most of these companies went to 
pieces. The State seemed to have no real control 
over them, aod thcir military knowledge and die- 
cipline was but little morethan nothing. When, 
after the war, companies of armed wmilitia were 
formed, the greater part of them were only a little 
in advance of the ones just noted, but by degrees 
discipline, love of wilitary for its merits, pride of 
cowpany or regiment permeated the organization, 
and now, after inspecting Camp Sheridan, we must 
exclaim, What a wonder/ul transformation! Now, 
at from thirty to forty hours’ notice, the entire 
force of over five thousand men can be assembled at 
apy point in the State with ammunition enough for 
an ordinary battle. All regiments now have ovet- 
coats (most of them suitable blankets), knapsacks, 
canteens, and haversacks, and every cotapany has 
good esas gs ge weg iu shape to be at once loaded 
on wagons. e State has tents for the entire force. 
At call of the Governor every regiment could be 
depended on and would respond ino full force to 
meet any evemy that might appear against the 
State from witbin or witbout, or any force, foreign 
or ~ akan ace that threatened the Geueral Govern- 
ment. 

In case of need the average company could be in- 
creased te double its strength as a ly as eanip- 
ments could be supplied, and thus the force rapidly 
increased to over teu thousand without adiing new 
orgavizations.

CALIFORNIA. 


Tue Biennial Report of Brig.-Gen. R. H. Orton, 
Adjutaut-General of California, for the 38th and 
39th fiscal els ending June 30, 1888, states that the 
Natioval Guard of California pow consists of 36 
compapies of infantry, 11 companies of artillery, 
armed and equipped as iufantry, two ligbt batteries 
of artillery. one cavalry company and four cadet 
companies, 50 full companies and four cadet com- 
panies organized into seven regiments—four un- 
attached companies, six brigades and one divisioo— 
an ageregate force of 4,417 officers and men. No 
appropriation was wade for several new companies 
organized, and most of them unilormed themselves 
at their own expense. The new uniforms issued to 
the troops ure declared to be the best tne State ever 
had, e reguwations governing the Guard are 
under ay taspe as much of the old ones are now ob- 
solete. General Orton recommends that some pro- 
vision be wade for the transportation of troops ia 
case of an emergency, and that an appropriation be 
mude for that purpose.

THE organized force of this State consists of 16 in- 
fantry companies, divided into two regiments, and 
a battery of two platoons and one unattached infan- 
try company, aggregating 73 commissioned officers 
and 964 enlisted men. The battery is armed with 
four 121b. brass Napoleon guus and a Gatling gun, 
eal. .45. The men of both platoons are drilled as in- 
fantry and are also armed with Sprinefield breech- 
loading rifles, cal. .45, as are also the infaatry com- 

anies. The unattached company, the Frontier 

uards, is considered the best in the State. It is well 
officered and the personnel of the rank and file 1s 
excellent, and they bave been very proficient in 
rifle practice. The legislature of 1887 appropriated 
$9,000 for vonsteereses the militia but it was ouly 
enough to uniform half of it, and in order to gain 
the pecessary additional funds the annual envamp- 
ment of 1887 was dispensed with and the wouey 
saved appropriated to the uniform fund. The troops 
are all now substantially uniformed, similar to the 
C.S. Army. Gen. G. L. Beal, insp. General, found 
all the organizations with the exception of three in 
fair condition. The citizens of the cities and towns 
where the companies are located in most instances 
manifested ae interest in the welfare and good 
standing of the one. One deficiency Gen. Fseal 
found was lack of uniformity in the drill and jn- 
struction of different companies, the manner of giv- 
ing commands, the cadence of step, manuel of 
arms, etc.

The feel- 
ing prevailed that unless the people of Minneapolis contri- 
buted to a fund with which to put the armory in good re- 
pair and then pay off the debt, there was serious question 
about the future existence of the three local companies. It 
will uire at icast $4,000 to put the building in good re- 
pair. Iv is, therefore, necessary to raise $12,000 altogether.

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HIGH EXPLOSIVES IN NAVAL WARFARE. 


In a recent paper, Capt. C. C, P. Fitzgerald, R. N., 
“On the Possible Effect of High Explosives on Fu- 
ture Designs for Warsbipe,” pointed out that the ex- 

losive force of melinite is about — to gun cot- 

on, weigbt for weight; but volume for volume it is 
much greater. The difficulty of using bigh explo- 
sives in shells bas been the liability of the concus- 
sion of the ray causing theshell to burstin the bore, 
This difficulty has, in some way not generally kuown, 
been overvome. An ordinary gunpowder shell, 
fitted with a percussion fuse, when it penetrates the 
side of a ship, will pass several feet onwards before 
it explodes. Shells filled with bigh explosives burst 
wheu passing through the side, so that many square 
yards of the ship are actually blown away. On tbe 
other band very moderate armor will break up these 
sbells and render them comparatively harmless. 
Tous steel armor 4 in. thick will break up the mel- 
inite shellfrom a French 16-ceptimetre gun, equal 
in power to the old British 6-in. gun. 
author chought woud lead to some of the old Brit- 
ish thin plated 1ronclads being of use in time of war 
supposing they were re-engined. He ssid it was 
stated that the French crviser puy-de Lome, of 
4,000 tons, aud a speed of 19 knots, was to be plated 
with 4 in. of steel armor for the purpose of breaking 
up high explosive sbells. The introduction of quick 
firing guns of 6 in. calibre, and the very probable iu- 
troduction of high explosives in shell would, he 
thought, necessitate a return to moderate armor and 
lighter armaments altogether, with the possible 
abandonment of very heavy guns afloat, as not being 
worth their weight and trouble when the slowness 
of their fire is taken into consideration. 








MARSHAL BAZAINE’S LAST DAYS. 


One of the few persons who saw Marshal Ba- 
gaine in bis latter i describes, in a letcer to the 
Figaro, bis last end. He married a Dy my and 
pretty Mexican before bis downfall, and she assist- 
ed him witb great devotion in making his escape 
from the fortress in which he was copfiued, and 
they settled in Madrid. At that time they appar. 
ently bad some money, and eshe for a_ while 
dressed well, went into society, and they entertain- 
ed. But asthe years went by, their resources be- 
gan to fail. They moved from one lodging to 
anotber, each time to a cheaper one, and saw fewer 
and fewer people. Finally his wife left him for 
good, and returned to Mexico, taking one of their 
two children with her, and the poor old fellow 
moved into a mere balf-furnished garret, witbout 
other attendact than his son, a non-commissioned 
officer in the Spanish Army, on whore scanty pay 
he hvea. One of tbe strange sights of Madrid fans 
ing the past year was the ex marshal tottering 
tothe market in the morning, and bringing home 
under bis arm the brown puper parcel conlaiuing 
the meat and vegetables for bis dinver. He died 
finally, quite alone in bis garret, and was carried to 
the grave in a cheap coffin, followed ouly by bis son 
and hbalfa-dozen other persons. The myth of 
Bel‘sarius avd his obolus is hardly 80 striking 
av illustration of the vanity of human greatness 
as this. He was reduced to such destitution in 
Madrid tbat be did not hesitate to ask for alms 
from officers who had served under him, writing in 
this way: “It is your old General—a pew Belisar- 
ius—who bolds out bis cap for help.” Again: “it is 
nota loan thatI ask, for it would be dishonorable 
to call 1t by that name, as I bave vo bope of being 
able to return it.’’ Bazaiue was the son of a green

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THE FRENCH NAVY. 


THE estimates for 1889 of the Ministry of Marine 
give the following particulars as to the ships in 
course of construction in the state arsenals. Five 
ironclaas are upon the stocks or are nearly com 
pleted, viz., the Neptune, the Brennus, the Formid- 
able, the Hoche, and the Magenta. The Formidable 
will be furnished quite at the beginning of the year, 
and the Hoche soon after. A new irouclad isto be 
laid down at Lorient, but only $¥,000 is to be spent 
on it next year. inthe way of ironclad gunboats 
the Ci , & vessel similar to the Achéron, which is 
now on its trial trips, will be launched at Cherbourg, 
while the ironclad cruiser Dupuy de Léme will be 

ushed on at Brest, and a second one laid down at 

cbefort. In the way of first-class cruisers, the 
Ist will be completed at Brest, the Jean-Bart at 
Rochefort, and the Alger at Cherbourg 1n 1899, all 
three of them being avout two-thirds done by the

end of next year. A second-class cruiser, the 

will be finished at Toulon, and a third-class 
one, the Surcouf, at Cherbourg. One torpedo cruiser, 
the Vanteur, will be finished at Toulon, and‘asecond, 
the Wattignies, to be completed in two years, will be 
begun at Rochefort. Two torpedo despatch boats are 
to be laid down at Lorient, and two sailing frigates 
the Melpoméne and the Androméde, are being 
built as training ships outside the state arsenals. 
The ironclad Marceau, the cruiser Cecille, and four 
third-class cruisers, all of which are to be ready by 
next year, are in course of construction at La Seyne, 
and about 12 terpeco boatsare to be pushed on. The 
cost of first-class ironciads ranges from $3,600.000 to 
$4,200,000, the cost of the Formidable being $4,120,860. 
Ihe ironclad guoboats of the type of the Cocyte will 
cost $690 000; the ironclad cruiser Dupuy de Léme, 
$2,081,450; the first-class cruiser A . $1,360,000; the 
second-ciass cruiser Davoust, $1,000,000; the third- 
class cruiser Surcouf, $654,000. The cost of labor is 
estimated at 8f. 30c.—about 2s. 8d.—per day for each 
man employed, and as there will be 2,700,000 days’ 
work done in the five state arsenals, the credit asked 
under this bead is $5,904,160.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


THE Russian Government are offering a prize of 
1,000 roubles for a sanitary wagon adapted for the 
couveyance of the wounded in war. The wagon 
must provide for as many beds as possible, but with- 
out crowding. The walls, floors and ceiling must be 
double, and the doors fitted so as to give easy avcess 
to the attendants. No draperies of any sort will be 
permitted iuside the car. 

IT may be taken as a demonstrated proposition 
ibat the Baltic is again a lake open to the ftleets of 
Russia without limit, and tbat the coasts of Bulgaria 
and of Turkey in Europe and Asia, are exposed to

She is provided with an elec- 
tric engine of 50 borse-power and other machinery, 
to enable her to sink as required. Accommodation 
is provided for one officer, two engineers and a sea- 
man. 

H. M. 8S. Sans Pareil on her steam trial, Sept. 20,. 
developed over 8.000 horse power, or 300 in excess ot 
that contracted for under natural draught, aod the 
vessel attuined a mean speed of 16 koots. With 
forced-draught, the vessel being 1n seagoing trim,

was 17% kuots. 

THE contract for three protected Spanish cruisers 
bas been given to Sigoor rtinez de las Rivas, the 
aap fon the three being $9 300.000, and they are to 

delivered in 18, 24and 30 months. Besides these 
vessels, the construction of a first-class cruiser at 
Cadiz. a cruiser of 7.999 tons at Carthagena, and two 
more, one of 7,000 and the otber of 3,000 tons at Fer 
rol, has been ordered. 

A NEW cruiser, the Sperber, has been launched 
from the imperial shipbuilding yards at Wilbelm- 
shafen. The ris72 metresin length between 
perpendiculars.
